Dr. Sylvestre Claims That This 


Is Possible. 


A IAIBY TALE, SAYB PEOP. BELL.

Telephone Exchange from this room by 
means of my apparatus, and I have 
chatted by telephone with M. Mougeot, 
the French postmaster general, watch-

"I cannot work my apparatus for you 


yet, because 1 nm In treaty with the 
Trench postofflce people, and the meth- 
od Is so simple that If I showed It to 
you you yourself could go away and 
make ca apparatus Just like It. 


"I may well confess I do not alto- 


gether understand my own Invention. 
I discovered It quite by. accident, al- 
though It acts quite perfectly and 
•bows colors of all kinds with absolute 
faithfulness and very vividly. 1 am 
not scientist enough to explain how or 
why It acts exactly as It docs. 
"Six weeks ago I was In my labora- 


tory enameling some teeth and was 
Bitting over a big stove. There was uo 
light In tbe room excepting what tue 
stove gave. The walls of my labora- 
tory are white. My Job was n long and 
wearisome one. and as we hnvo a 
•theatrepbone' at my flat. I had myself 
connected with the opera and was lis- 
tening to Grlseldl while I waited for 
the enamel to melt. 


"Suddenly I noticed colors and us- 


ures on the wall In front of me. I put 
down the.'thentreophone.' They dis- 
appeared. 
"1 took It np again, and again I saw 


tbe figures and this time much more 
distinctly. .Then I both heard and 
•watched the whole act of the opera sit- 
ting In my chair before that stove. 


"Tbe spectograph was Invented. I 


bad fodnd out how to see by telephone. 
For a fortnight 1 worked over tny In- 
dention day and night Then on the 
21st of last month (November), ray ap- 
paratus being perfected, I wrote M. 
Mougcot, tbe French postmaster-gen- 
eral, and asked him to receive me. I 
have seen him several times. I am 
now In treaty with tbe French govern- 
ment for a 'cession' of my Invention, 
for which I want $3,000.000. 
•'I have tried the apparatus several 


times since under nil sorts of clrcum- 
stances, and It has never failed me. 
Bpace isannlhllatcd by the spectograph. 
and tbe thing Itself Is so absurdly simple 
that the apparatus will only cost about 
|3.75. My Invention practically does 
away with telegrams. Put a written 
communication In front of the looking 
glass at tbe London end of n wire, and 
your correspondent In Paris will aeo It 
qnite distinctly at his end. As soon as 
my contract with the French govern- 


' 
ment for $5.000,000 Is signed I mean to 
give an Immense show in tbe Galerlo 
des Jardlns Champs Cos Mars to all 
who care to come. There on an enor- 
mous sheet 1 will show what my ap- 
paratus will do." , 


This is what Dr. Sylvestre showed 


tbe correspondent: A small circular 
mirror .with a hole in the center, into 
which is screwed a tiny electric light 
of 1.10 candle power. This is fixed to 
a telephone's mlcrophonlc plate by an 
India rubber band. A pencil-like Instru- 
ment connects tbe current with the ap- 
paratus. Two acids are allowed to mix 
drop by drop in a torpedollke machine 
about three inches long. This process 
throws whnt Dr. Sylvestro terms n 
phosphorescent Unuio on the looking 
glass connected with tho poles and 
pencil, and a sheet of any white, scinl- 
transparent tissue placed before the 
glass shows the room in which tbe 
. other person is telephoning, no matter 


• bow many miles away that person may 
be. 


Professor Alexander Graham Bell, 


the inventor of the telephone, recently 
read with much Interest the cable from 
Paris telling of the alleged discovery 
by Dr. Sylvestre of a process that cn-_ 
abled him to see by telephone. 
After" 


reading the dispatch Professor Bell 
made the following statement to the 
Washington correspondent of the above 


• mentioned paper: 


"Tbe Idea of seeing by telephone has 


attained Its majority. It Is now twen- 
ty-one years of age. 
Seeing by tele- 


phone or by telegraph may be within 
tbe range of tbe possible. I say that 
because nothing Is Impossible until It 
baa been demonstrated so to be. See- 
Ing by either of these Instrumentali- 
ties, however. Is, as I look upon It, so

far removed from the Qcld of probabil- 
ity that 1 should treat any report of 
this character as an absurdity. 


"The Idea of seeing by telephone Is a
